GENEVA, Dec. 15.—A measure: of 
transcendent political importance was 
taken by. the League today when the 
Assembly elected China to the Council, 
thus crowning a brilliant fight by the 
youthful Wellington Koo to place his 
country in a stronger international po- 

sition vis-Avis Japan. 

Koo has devoted himself to getting 
the Japanese out of Shantung. -He 
hopes to have the League effect this. 
With China a member of the Ccuncil, 
which can act on all projects, Japanese 
as. well as others, only by unanimity, it 
4s conceded that she has won a very 
important guccess.. 

There are many factors in this peak. 
but there-is @ single main one—it may 
be called sympathy for China or may pe 
called anti-Japanese feeling. The result 
is the same. Tonight China belongs to 
the Couricil. A week ago tonight Baren 
Hayashi, head of the Japanese delega- 
tion, said he thought-China might win 
a@ position of equality with Japan: in the 
League in some ten or twenty years. 

Spain, Brazil and Belgium were re- 
elected to their places as- non-permanent 
members of the Council. China sxcc- 
ceeds Greece. 

On the first ballot Spain- received 35 
of the 40 votes cast. Brazil on. the 
second ballot got 33 out of 40 votes. 
On the third ballot China got 19 and 
Belgium 16, there being no choice. On: 
the fourth ballot Belgium got 24 and 
China 14. With 39 voting on the fifth 
ballot China got 21, a simple majority 
electing her. 

_ Kee Waged Uphill Fight. 

Three weeks ago the youthful Colum- 
bia University graduate began his fight 
and was scoffed at. As an honor given 
to him to keep him fn good ‘humor so 
that he would not bring up the Shan- 
tung question on the floor of the As- 
semnbly he was named as iChairman of 
the sub-committee to deal with the elec- 
tion of the four non-permanent members 
of the council.

Koo replied 
gently and kept on working. 

When the Assembly met this morning 
he had fourteen votes and n 
twenty or twenty-one. They came to 
him from the smaller countries. It is 
not known tonight how Japan yoted in 
the. secret ballot, but England and 
France voted for China after Belgium 
had been elected, giving the allied pow- 
ers control of the.Council .by five to

under open shop conditions. How far 
this policy would be extended through-

Mr. Grace's admissions were made 
toward the close of a vigorous cross-ex- 
amination by Samuel Untermyer, coun- 
sel to the Lockwood Committee, who, 
in an endeavor to force the witness to 
make a direct answer, repeated half a 

azen times his question concerning the 
attitude of the fabricaters toward the 
use made of their product after it was 
sold, 

At first Mr. Grace said he did not be- 
lieve in “ dictation.’"” Then he said he 
did ‘not know whether, such a condition, 
was dictation or got.*~ he sdmit- 
ted his organization was not selling fab- 
ricated steel inthe: two great cities un- 
less It was put up under ‘“‘ open shop ™ 
conditions. 

The spectacle of Mr. Untermyer, cred- 
ited with being the latgest individual 
stockholder in the Bethlehem Steel Cor- 
poration, examining’ the President of 
thé ‘corporation, drew a great crowd 
which filled-‘the aldtrmanic chamber. 
Mr. Grace, a wiry, alert man of thé 
“live wire ’’ type, took the stand brisk- 
ly. There were audible comments from 
the crowd when it saw the steel mag- 
nate, who did not look his 38 years. The 
executive, said to be the highest-paid 
official in the-world, whose annual sal- 
ary and bonus several years ago were 
reported to be $1,000,000, was grilled by 
Mr. Untermyer for the better part of an 
hour. 

Grace Defends “‘ Open Shop.” 

Mr. Grace stanchly defended his cor- 
poration’s ‘‘ open shop’”’ policy. Under 
the questions of Senator Abraham Kap- 
lan, a member of the committee, the 
witness admitted that even if building 
construction in New York ceased as a 
racult of the Bethlehem Corporation’ - 

‘open shop” policy, the company 
would not give it up. Even if 95 per 
cent. of the 60,000 or 70,000 employes 
of the Bethlehem and subsidiary com- 
panies joined a union he would not rec- 
ognize them as union men, but would 
treat with them as employes. 

When asked by Mr. Untermyer whether 
he believed in collective bargaining, Mr. 
Grace said he did not know what col- 
lective bargaining meant, that he did 
not like the term, but said he knew 
what ‘employes’ representation” was, 
as that was the system in vogue in the 
Bethlehem plants.

Policemen who had opposed 
the project were taken aside by super- 
iors and significantly asked if they were 
going to ‘‘ vote regular.’’ They took 
this. to mean that a vote against the 
hospital would incur disfavor.

“Then get the wireless going as fast 
as you can,” he said. ‘‘ Keep up the 
impeccable reputation of the American 
néws and you will see the difference in 
twelve months.”’ 

The importance of distributin more 
news in England, Mr. Carlton said, was 
not of such importance, as he did not 
believe the English people were influ- 
enced much by the news from America. 
He spoke of the inadequacy of the 
American news in London papers, how- 
ever, asserting that The Daily Mail had 
the sensations, although it didn’t even 
treat them ge at all times, and 
characterized e London Times as 
“ ponderous.”

Admissions of aliens from Mexico to- 
taled 52,361,- while the number of aliens 
going to Mexico from the United States 
numbered 6,606, leaving an excess of 
45,755. During the previous fiscal year 
the admissions of immi t aliens 
from Mexico numbered 29,8: - 
Europe sent a total of 246,295 immi- 
grant aliens to the United: States in the 
last fiscal year, while. 256,433 emigrant 
aliens left the United States for Europe, 
causing a decrease in alien population 
ef 10,138. Immigrant aliens admitted 
from Asia numbered 17,505, and emi- 
grant aliens departing for Asia num- 


. bered 9,441, leaving an excess of 8,844.

Disarmament Talk Called Fatile 
While America and Germany

TOKIO, De®. 15, (Associated Press).—

Kahn of California in the House of Rep- 
resentatives in Washington, in which‘ he 





declared that if ‘the statesmen, * the |. 


publicists, the politicians, the agitators 
and the demagogues of Japan " really 
wanted war with the United States they 
would be the ones to bring it on and 
not the Americans, is attracting much 


attention in Japan. 
The Osaka Mainichi Shimbun argues 


today that an extension of armaments, 
which Representative Kahn geems to 
think would prevent war, really would 
lead to a collision, and that if the 
Americans desire Japan’s friendship 
they should eliminate the sources of 
trouble. The newspaper. considers 
America’s increased naval’ armaments 
dangerous and proposes that both the 
United States and Japan adopt former 
President Monroe’s Canadian frontier 
policy.

THE STEEL REVELATION. 

Before a’ definite judgment: can be 
formed as to the attitude of the great 
steel corporations toward building 
contractors, as inflicated in the recent 
hearing before the Lockwood com- 
mittee, Mr. ScuwaB and Mr. Grace 
will ‘have to be heard from/ but on 
the present showirtg the situation is 
significant. ‘' Don’t you imagine for 
a minute,”” Mr. Grace is reported to 
have said to the head of the ‘Thomp- 
Son-Starrett -Construction Company, 
“ that we. are going to let you fellows 
‘ build up an organization’ of union 
“men who can refuse to erect our 
‘* steel and force union conditions in 
** our shops.’’s One result of this at- 
titude was that the contractors were 
obliged to pay for the service of a 
middleman, and, furthermore, to em- 
ploy non-union - labor, which Mr. 
STaRRETT estimates as 25. per cent. 
less efficient. Both items of expense 
were, of course, passed on to the 
public. 

The transcendent consideration, how- 
ever, is with regard to the fight for 
the closed or the open shop.

‘| Told to Go Slow In Buying ‘and my 


' Stick to Contracts Made. ° 


Several hundred members of the dress 
manufacturing industry, assembled yes- 
terday in The Annex at a meeting held 
under the auspices of the Associated 
Dress Industries“ of America, were 
warned by J. J. Goldman, President of 
the association, and other prominent 
manufacturers to go slowly for Spring, 
both in buying piece goods and in mak- 
ing them up into garments. Not only 
were they urged to buy their fabrics 
only as they need them, but they were 
further asked, for the good of the in- 
dustry as a whole, to stick to their con- 
tracts with sellers of piece goods, -once 
they were made. 

Mr. Goldman ‘was optimistic regarding 
the outlouk for @ good Spring season 
in dresses, particularly in the early part 
of the season, .provided the manufactur- 
ers did bus‘ness.in a careful way. He 
said that the time had dfinitely passed 
when the cutters-up co.ld make more 
money by selling goods in the piece than 
in the form of finished garments, and he 
urged Lis Learers not to attempt it dur- 
ing the coming season. Mr. Goldman 
also warned the manufacturers present 
against being ‘‘taken in’’ by what he 
said was propaganda on the part of the 
retailers 1» depress Spring prices by 
spreadiag pessimism. He told them 


sf that, no matter what might gave been 


the case with other garments, the re- 
tailers had had. one cf the best Fall 
dress seasons in years, Retail stocks of 
dresses, he said, were light all over the 
country, and where that was not the 
case either the merchandise or the re- 
tailer was at fault. 


While strongly advising manufacturers 
against trying to get an undue profit 
for Spring, Mr. Goldman also urged 
them not to go to the other extreme 
and do business at a loss in arder to 
ws retailers get credit for reducing prices 

the public which was not really 
Sy Touching on the question of 
cancellations and returns, Mr. Goldman 
asserted that upward of 75 per cent. of 
the contracts broken by buyers were 
really due to faults committed by the 
gare tedlneg themselves. One of the chief 
of these, he said, was the tendency of 
some manufacturers to promise impos- 
sible things, particularly in deliveries, 
in order to business. 

Caution "aetna pare | up ‘too much 
merchandise in advance, in the expecta- 
tion that it would sell readily, was strong- 
ly urged on the manufacturers present. In 
connection with this it‘ was asserted 
that large stocks were not necessary to 
provide quick deliveries, for, ‘while it 
might require three weeks to turn out 
the first hundred dresses of a given 
type, a well-organized shop should be 
able to turn out a second hundred, if 
needed, in about three days. he lack 
of ‘‘jobs’’ available at the end of the 
Fall season was attributed to the asso- 
ciation’s campaign inst too free cut- 
ting of goods for st purposes. Unlike 
the Fall: season, however, no definite 
date for beginning work on Spring gar- 
ments was set yesterday. 

While admitting the impossibility of 
making any uniform discount rule that 
would work out successfully, a resolu- 
tion was offered by Executive Director 
David N. Mosessohn and passed by the 
meeting approving the stand against in- 
creasing discounts at this time which 
was en by the Associated Dress In- 
dustries at its recent convention at At- 
lantic City. To increase discounts, it 
was asserted, would only mean “increas- 
ing the cost of the merchandisé to the 
public. The consensus of opinion was 
that no greater discount ‘than 8 per cent.

Products grr deferred a 
dividend on the Class A’ and (Class 
stock and ‘the Utah-Idaho 5ug. oe 
pany passed the dividend. In. the case 
of the Vanadium Corporation of Amer- 
ica the quarterly dividend. was reduced 
from $1.50 a share to’ $1 a share, 

The passing of the Willys Overland 
Preferred. dividend was not unexpected 
in the financial district. There have 
been rumors for some time that this was 
to happen and the market. action of the 
preferred shares which have been drop- 
ping sharply indicated that there was 
some cause for liquidation. Following 
the meeting the Directors. issued the 
following statement: 

‘* Notwithstanding the preferred divi- 
dend of Willys-Overland has been earned 
for the full year by a. very wide mar- 
gin, Directors consider: it to the ulti- 
mate advantage of the company to con- 
serve cash resources until normal con- 
ditions again prevail in the industrial 
and financial World.
